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Parnips and Carrots should be lifted and stored when 
the leaves begin to get discoloured ; they are best pre- 
served in pyramidal heaps, three or four feet wide, and 
as many high, and well thatched with straw. Some fine 
sand or dry turf-mould, laid between them in layers, will 
help to keep them fresh and sound. 

Swedes and Mangels should be lifted and stored in a 
similar manner, in dry weather, towards the end of the 
month, if frost threatens, but may be made in wider 
and higher heaps than the carrots and parsnips. A 
little brushwood ; laid in layers, as the heaps are build- 
ing, will keep them from tumbling down, and facilitate 
the thatching. If the weather continues mild and 
without frost, these crops will be more matured aud 
better adapted for storing early in the next month. 

Rape, where forward, will be ready for the fatting 
sheep, but will require a liberal supply of dry food 
with it, such as hay, oil-cake, and grain. 

Cattle Such cattle as are intended for being fattened 

and sold early, ought so be put up this month. The 
feeding will commence with rape, or globe turnips. 
Calves must also be taken up from the grass, at least at 
night, and allowed a little linseed with the turnips. 
Calves are liable to be carried off by inflammatory fever, 
or black-leg, as it is termed, at this season ; and the use 
of a little linseed will tend to lessen the danger, by 
keeping the bowels regularly open. Setons in the dew- 
lap are an excellent preventive of black -leg. They are 
easily inserted, and they ought to be turned once or 
twice a week, and dressed with a little Venice turpen- 
tine. Since we adopted this plan we have not lost a 
single animal from this fatal disease. The use of snlt 
in their food is also very beneficial, and ought not to be 
omitted. 

Sheep. — The best preparation for bathing sheep is 
composed of tobacco-liquor, spirit of tar, soft soap, and 
sulphur. To make this for, say, 100 sheep, take 5 lbs. of 
tobacco, and boil it with 4 quarts of soft water ; after it 
has boiled gently for an hour or two, pour off the water 
into a tub, wring out the tobacco, and return the leaves to 
the pot, adding half the original amount of clean water. 
Boil this again, until all the juice is extracted from the 
tobacco. This will be a strong decoction, and, if it 
appears very black, some water may be added to it. 
Take, then, 5 lbs. of soft soap, and dissolve it in some 
warm water, adding it to the tobacco liquor; next, put 
in half a wineglassful of spirit of tar to each quart of the 
mixture, and upon adding, say, ten to twelve ozs. of 
sulphur, the batli is ready for use. In applying the 
bath, the sheep is laid on its back on a triangular 
sparred stool, upon the narrow end of which the shep- 
herd sits. The wool is shed or divided in a straight line, 
from the head to the tail, and the assistant — a boy or 

girl pours the liquor down the opening so made, by 

means of a tin pot having a long spout. The sheds are 
made one close along each side of the back bone, one 
along the ribs on each side, one along each side of the 
belly, one along the top of the neck, one on each side of 
the neck, and one on the breast; the tail and inside of 
the thighs also receive a portion. 

When stocking mountain land with sheep, there are- 
among other matters, two chief points to be attended to 
namely, to provide sufficient shelter where it is want- 
ing, and, next, to remove all wetness from the lands. 
The first object may be attained by means of plantations, 
especially of the different varieties of the fir. Spruce 
fir is admirably adapted for this purpose. Another 
plan, which does not involve any heavy outlay, consists 
in erecting, in different parts of the farm, circular en- 
closures, from ten to twelvs yards in diameter, the walls 
beingsix feet high. These may be constructed of stones 
built with or without mortar; and when stones cannot 
be readily obtained, sod walls will be found to answer 
the purpose very well. When sheep are accustomed to 
these " ttelb," they will go to them of their own accord 
whenever a storm comes on,- particularly if they are 
accustomed to receive a portion of hay, at such periods, 
in the stells. This hay can be easily procured, on most 
mountain farms, being just the coarse grass grown on 
soft lands. 

Pigs The fatting pigs should now be well fed on 

steamed roots, and receive a liberal allowance of corn ; 
and the stores should be well fed on rojts, and get the 
refuse from the fatting troughs. 

Horses will now be casting their coats, and should be 
put on full dry keep, and get a few roots of carrots or 
Swedes. 

Dairy Stock should now have an unlimited range of 
pasture, and the sooner they are housed at night the 
better, when, along with their hay, they should get 
some green food and mashes, to promote the secretion 
of milk. 

Odds and Ends — Finish thatching the corn and hay 
as soon as possible. Clip and plash hedges, and plant 
new ones. Plough all stubble lands that are to lie fal- 
low during the winter. Put out manure, and plough it 
in for the spring sowing of carrots, parsnips, peas and 
beans. Attend to draining and subsoiling, where neees- 
sry ; and scour out ditches and water-courses of all ob- 
tructions, that he water may run free during the win- 
ter ; and repair roads. 
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
